An additional number of parents

receive monthly benefits.

“Since’ the first of 1940 the
Long Beach Field.Office has also
hanélled an additional 3577 Tump-
sum death claims which have
resulted in the payment of a to-
tal of $488,633.49. Many of the
widows who are claimants for
death benefits will be eligible for
monthly benefit checks’upon at-
taining: age 65.

“The . greatly increased .indus-
trial ' development in the 'Long
Beach Area has been reflected
in the rapid growth in the work
load of thé Long Beach Office.
